MADAM, _. | 


OU were pleaſed to require of me the reaſon of my Non-conformity ;, in com- 
pliance with your command, I promiſed to give you ſome account of it, but not 
the tythe which might be ſaid in the catiſe z, and therefore ſhall not put the whole 
matter and iſſue, upon what I have hete ſyIdenly committed to Paper, but only 
to ſatisfie you, that I have ſomewhat of apology for my not conforming, and that 

I ſeem (atleaſt to my {elf ) not wilful and fanatical,but rational and conſcientious in refuling. 

* Three grand declarations are required to be made by all thoſe who will conform ; The firſt con- 
cerning the Book of Common-Prayer ;, the ſecond concerning taking up arms again the King ; the 
third concerning the Solemn League and (venant. Now with reference to all theſe (eſpecially the 

firſt and laſt) I have had hitherto inſuperable obje&ions againſt the making any ſuch Declaration. 
The firſt Declaration concerning the Book of Common-Prayer is to be made in theſe very words, 

viz, 1 A.B. do declare my unfeigned aſſent and conſent to all and every thing contained and preſcribed 
in and by the Book, intituled, The Book_of Common-Prayer, and adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
and other rites and ceremonies of the Church, according to the uſe of the Church of England 3 together 


with the Pſalter or Pſalms of "David, pointed as they are to he ſung or ſaid in Churches, and the form 
and manner of making, ordaining, and conſecrating of Biſhops, Priefts and Deacons. | 

Madam, Here is required aſſent and conſent, yea unfeigned aſſent and conſent ;, and not only to 
all in general, but to every thing in particular. contained in and preſcribed by the Book, of Common- 
Prayer, even whatſoever is there printed, and ſet down from the very beginning of it to the very 
end of the ſame, _ words could not be deviſed by all the wit of man more comprehenſive, and 
more fignificant, to teſtifie our higheſt juſtification and commendation of every point and ſyllable, 
of every rite and ceremony, of every matter and thing contained in the whole Book, and inevery 
page and line of it. A man might well think that this Book of Common-Prayer dropped immedi- 
ately out of Heaven, and that it is nothing elfe but a continued Oracle from firſt to laſt, I think 
here is as much fully to be declared concerning the Book of Common-Prayer, as poſſibly can be 
concerning the Book of God, the Bible it ſelf. Yea I queſtion whether many a ſober man would 
not ſcruple to declare ſomuch concerning any copy of the Bible now ettant in the world in any 
language whatſoever, even the Originals themſelves not excepted,which by tran rilgpg may have 
their faults, and therefore, every thing contained in them not to be unfeigneYy alſented and 
conſented unto. 7 ys | 

M adam, We Proteſtants proteſt vehemently againſt the Popes Infallibility, and with the ſame 
reaſon againſt the Infallibility of Councils, whether General, National, or Provincial ; now they 
who deviſed and compiled this Book of Common-Prayer themſelves were Proteſtants, and at the 
moſt and beſt but a National Council ; and therefore (if true to their own fflith)muſt needs acknow- 
ledpg themſelves far from being infallible in my point and thing deviſed and compiled by them 
and yet for theſe mortal erring men,like unto our ſelves,to injoyn and require of all others ſuch an 
unfeigned afſent and conſent to all and every thing contained and preſcribed by and in their deviſed 
form and ſyſtem of Worſhip, do notwithſtanding (in ſo doing) in a diametrical oppoſition aſſume 
unto themſelves an infallible ſpirit, elſe ſtand guilty of an high preſumption in requiring ſuch a 
Declaration. 

Madam, In the Preface to this Book of Common-Prayer they profeſs their own firm perſwaſion 
that there is (nor was before their laſt reviſing of it) nothing in the whole Book contrary to the 
Word of God or to found Doftrine, or which a godly man may not uſe or ſubmit unto with a 
good Conſcience. Now though this be their perſwaſion, yet it is not every mans periwaſion, and 
therefore unreaſonable to force others to the ſame profeſſion, Haſt thou faith ? have it to thy ſelf, 
force it not upon others z compell them not to think as thou thinkeſt, believe as thon believeſt, to 
declare as thou declareft z ftudy thine own and neighbours peace better ; and the rather, becauſe 
thou art a fallible creature, and may be in an error as well as any other. And according to the te- 
nour and candor of this blefſed rule fuch was the praRtice and proceedings of our preceding Go- 
vernours with reference to this Book of Common: Prayer from and fince our happy Reformation. 
For they never went about thus ftrily to injoyn the Miniſters to declare heir unfeigned 4ſſent and 
conſent to all and every thing contained and preſcribed in and by the Book, but only appoinned it to be 
read and uſed, and the rites and ceremonies of it duly to be obſerved, and no more. This was their 
moderation and piety, at leaſt their prudence and policy in reſpe& of ſcandal and further incon 


veniency : and not without cauſe ; for had the Minifters in thoſe days been ri y required 40. 
as We 


declare their unfeigned aſſent and conſent to all and every thing contained in the [aid 4 
in our days; 1 am prone to believe that Hundreds of thoſe who conformed and ſubmitted to':he 
uſe of things then eſtabliſhed in the Church, would have: thereupon turned as great Non-confor= 
miſts as any among us, and ſo continued till their laſt breath. For what a conſcientious | may

other of a different nature. Though for peace fake I could ſwallow down ſome gnats; and make no

foreign and quite of another nature from conformity heretofore; Conlcience being now much

6 words preſcribed as well from his own preſent or 
pretmeditatd” egniception ; efpecially where the things Fraged for, are not fluQuating and bling 
undef changeabl; cireuaſtances (as the pFivate concerns 0 particular perions) but ſerled i their 
own nature, arid always the ſame from tinie t6 time (as the publick concergs of a Nation ) as the 
life of tke King, the proſperity of the Kingdom, rain in drought, fair weather in harveſt ,. where- 
fore 1 lee no exception why. Prayers abovt thele (if ſo commanded) ſhould not be made-in the 
very ſame words; To likewife the Word and Sacraments, Baptiſt and the Lords-Supper: are al- 
ways the ſame without. any variety of intention; and therefore | judg we may always beg a bleſ- 
ſing upon them by,a preſcribed form without any variety of expreſſiop.

I look upon it-as quite another thing to be boung, up to declare my upfeigned aſſent and conſent to all 
and every thing contained in the Book,,. together with tho e Prayers,” , AE. 

. My reaſon is this : becaule-I cannot but take aſſent and conſent, according to the general ſenſe 
and meaning of thoſe words among all writers and peahery in alt Languages, UL, That aſſent with 
reference to the party afſenting,rclates t6 hjs underſtan ing and with reference to the thing afſented 
to, that it relates to the truth and rightfulne $ of. it, -SO again, that-conſent with reference to the 
party conſenting,relates to his will; and with reference to the thing conſented to, that ir relates to 
the goodnels,expediency and behoofulnefs of it. Pooreſars (according to the natural and genuine 
interpretation of theſe words aſſent and conſent) wheh | declare wy wnfeigned aſſent to all and every 
thing contain'd and preſcribed in and by the Book, it.is all one ag it 1 had declared, That .1 own 
and acknowledg, profeſs and witneſs, that all and everything contained un and preſcribed by the Book of 
(ommon Profer w true and right, and not the leaſt error 3n it from top to bottom, nat in any rite or cere- 
mony, not in the form and manner of making, ordaining, and conſecrating Biſhps, Prieſts cr Deacons, 
710 not fo much 4 in pointing the Pſalms,or in any other tittle or circumttance : $o again, when | de- 
Clare my unfeigned conſent to all and every thing containedin ir, it is all, ong as if I had declared,T hat 
T heartily and ——_— cloſe in and chuſe every thing mentioned and preſcribed in the ſaid Book as good 
and expedient,as mo#t eligible and behooful to be done, panes, and obferved;. Now. that this is the 
true meaning of the word conſent,the Law-givers themſelves (who beſt underſtood their own mind 
and intention.) make it moſt evident; for in the very body of the ſame A peaking of Leures , 
iz. what theſe are todo and declare, inſtead of the word conſent they put in the word approve,as a 
word equipollent, and of the ſame ſignification; For the LeQturer is bound openly and publickly to 
declare his aſſent to and approbation of the ſaid Bock,, and to the uſe of all the Prayers, Rites, (tremo- 
nies, forms and orders therein comained and preſcribed. Now taking theſe words aſſent and conſent in 
this ſenſe and meaning (and otherwiſe 1 cannot take them to make any ſound fentc of them) 1 dare 
as ſoon eat hot tire- coals as declare my unfeigned aſſent and conſent to all and every thing contained 
and preſcribed in and by the Book of Common-trayer 5, becaule feveral things are therein contained 
and preſcribed, which I deem icarce right and true, much leſs good and expedient to be done and 
embraced. And here to omit many things which 1 {cruple, I thall pitch only upon two or three, 
which I cannot approve. | 

1. I neither do nor can approve of the Order appointed for the reading of the holy Scripture ; 
my reaſon is this, Becauſe many Books of the eApocrypha are commanded to be read for the Let- 
ſons of the dayzas the fabulous Legends of Tobit and his Dog, Bell and.the Dragon, 7 ulith & Baruch, 
with the reſt; and theſe are not only to be read wholly & intirely morning and evening two months 
together, but.all of them alſo under the title and notion of holy Scripturezfor fo in the whole lump 
together they are ſtiled in the order,and no note of dilcrimination to make any diſtintion between 
one and other, But now in the interim, in the ſaid order (as appears by the Kalender,) ſome Books 
of the Sacred Canon are wholly left out and never to be read z ſome:of them within a very little, 

e of them but half to be read, and many of them mutilated and curtail'd as to feveral Chapters 
| Fred in them, Here I cannot declare my unfeigned aſſent and conſent. 

». I neither do nor can approve of the order appointed for the Miniſtration of Baptiſm. 1. Be- 
cauſe of God Fathers and God-mothers. 2. Becaule of the Crols. z. Becauſe of what is annexed at 
the end of the Sacrament. I do nor approve of the ſtrict requiring of God-fathers and God-tno- 
hers to ſtand as Sureties and undertakers for the Child to be baptized, viz.

"The baprizing it ſelf of any perſon in the name of the Father,Son,and Holy Ghoſt, ip/o fatto;tors 
oblige the perſon baptized to contels the Faith of Chriſt crucified, and withal exhibits a virtue and 
power alſo tojevery worthy partaker of it to fighe againſt Sin, the World and rhe Devil;andthere: 
fore after ſuch a perfon is baptiz2d, ſuch an obligation is upon him, and-fuch a vertue and-power 
{uppoled to be imparted and communicated unto him and conſequently (if at all ) next immediate- 
ly after waſhing or ſprinkling in the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, that form of words; 
In token hereafter he ſhall not be aſhamed to confeſs the Faith of .hriſt crucified; &c. would more pro- 
perly and congruouſly be uſed and applied. But now to remove them trom their due placeg :and re- 
{erve them to the ſign of the Crols,as if baptizing with water were not fufficient of it {elf, butmore- 
over thc ſign of the Crols needful to bind the Conſcience, and confer the bleſſing, this | confels ſeems 
to me not only prepoſterous but very dangerous. Croſſing in this manner is too too like a Sacra- 
ment upon a Sacrament, the deviſed Sacrament of man to the inſtituted Sacrament of God... 

Though Chriſtians in the Primitive times might make ule of the ſign-of the Croks, yer the very 
{ſame reaton which might put them upon that ule with a reference to the Heathens,ſhould now move 
us wholly to dilule it with a reference to Papsſts 3-Profeſſors then tigned themſelves with the ſign 
of the Crols to diſtinguiſh themſelves trom the Pagans, who fcorned the Crofs, together with every 
ſign and token of it 3 and with parity of reaſon we ſhould now forbear to doing ro Giſtinguiſh our 
{elves from the Idolatrous Papsfts; who ſuperftitiouſly adore the Crols, fooliſhly, fondly,and wick- 
edly ſigning themſelves with 1tupon every occaſion, thinking themſelves no good Catholicks with- 
out fo doing, putting no little hope and confidence in it to free and prote&themfrom all evil,and to 
furniſh and inveſt them with all good. Now to witneſs our diſlike and deteſtarion of their vanity 
herein, I cannot unfeignedly aſſent and conſent tothe fign of the Croſs, 

3. I cannot approve what is-annexed in the end of the Sacrament, wiz. It #5 certain by Gods word, 
that children which are baptized dying before they commit attual fin are undoubtedly ſaved. 1 would 
they had quoted the place, for | confets mine own ignorance that I know no:{uchword in Scripruxe, 
no ſuch word as will give me a certainty of perſwation/beyond alpoſſibiliry of tloubring of the Sal- 
vation of Infants, though baptized, and though dying before- they have:comminred actual fin. . 

Are not the Children of wicked Parents:(flthy Whoremongers and Whores living openly!in:all 
notorious ſin, and wholly without God in the world ) conſtantly baptized? and many of them dyin 
immediately after Baptiſm? Now are we ſure by the Wordiof God, and without doubt that 
theſe go to Heaven? Methinks that in the ſecond Commandment gives ſome ſcruple to my: faith, 
I will puniſh the iniquity of the fathers upon their children to the third and fourth generation. 

Suppoſe a Chriſtian King ſhould conquer a Country of Pagans, and Mahomerans, or Fews, and 
compel

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compel clt their Infants forthwith to be baptized, and ſome of them immediately expire, at leaſt 
before they have committed aQtual fin; is the Salvation of all ſuch ſure and paſt all doubt, and this 
tobe tmddeout, and cleared by the Word of God ? 

- sir-xFthe power of man to make Infants ſure and certain of Salvation? It is in the power of man 
to kill #poor Infant, and to chule his time for doing of it ; I am ſure many Whores murder their 
Babes $efore Baptiſin, and they may as well do it after; immediately after, and fo afſuredly fend 
their Infants thither, whither they ſhall never come themſelves except they repent. And fo might 
the forelaid King and Conqueror ( after by Baptiſm he had given them their ſure and unqueſtionable 
paſpoer for Paradice) he might even in charity and kindneſs immediately cut them off, and without 
any. further hazzard give them poſſeſſion of eternal bliſs. I had thought no mortal wight had had 
ſuch power over fouls. ; 

- May 2 Miniſter, ſince Baptizing gives ſuch an unqueſtionable title unto Heaven, deny or ſuſpend 
the Ordinance to any Infart whatſoever, if he might be itted to adminiſter it? Suppoſe 
Turks or Fews ſhould quietly permit him to \baptize their Children, yea and deſire him to do it for 
them, though meerly upon ſome by-pretence and foreign to Chriſtianity ; ſhall he deny them ? 
Burſuppoſe a true Believer and a good Chriſtian ſhould bring his own Child to'the Font, and beg 
there of the Miniſter to have it baptized, but yet either out of weakxeſs or tenderneſs of conſcience 

' ſeruples God-fathers and God-mothers, and the ſign of the Croſs,and dares not admit of them ; ſhall 
therefore the Miniſter deny his Babe Chriſtendom, which m_—_y to his own per{waſion would 
ive-the Babe a certain aſfurance of Salvation ? and keep it in the interim under a ſuſpicion of 
mitarion, and this alfo according to his own perfwaſion ? for as he denies it Chriſtendom, fo alſo 
he woutd deny it Chriſtian : burial, if it die unbaptized 3 (though by the way I ſee no great rea- 
ſoisfor it, -nor.can I approve of it) but ſo-it is appointed, viz. That the Office of the Dead ſhall 
wor: þe:uſed for any who die unbaptized : And why not uſed ? Becauſe they have no ſure and cer- 
tain hope of a Returre&ion unto life concerning fuch a perſon, and therefore the unbaptized in 
that Order are ranked with ſelf-murderers and excommunicate. But now ſhall a Miniſter dare to 
with-hold fo. much good from, and endeavoyriſo much evil to the ſous of poor Infants in denying 
them their Chriſtendom, and all meerly upon-the account of ſome acceſſories and ſcrupled acci- 
dents invented and-impoſed by man, and-nothing'at all of the effence of Baptiſm it ſelf? Beſides 
the impiety and irreligion of ſuch a Proceſs, the” Miniſter (according to his own faith) would be 
moſt cruel and unmerciful in ſo doing, and deſerved if poſſible to be unchriſtened himſelf again, 
and *turn*'d among (anibals as one more deeply-dipt and baptized in their barbarous inhuma- 
nity than any of themſelves; and yer if he be a true Son of the Church, and punttFually obſerve his pre- 
bed ruleghe muſt not baptize any Infant without God-fathers and God-mothers without ſigning of # 
withthe ſion of the Croſs, whether it be ſaved or damned. But thele things are hard to aſſent and cpn- 
ſent unto, and I cannot doit.” __ >. 

3. Icannot approve of the order for the burial of the Dead#particularly that paſſage of it, 
Foraſmuch as it hath pleaſed God of his great mercy to take unto himſelf the-ſoul of our dear Brother 
here departed,we therefore commit his body ro the ground, &c. My reaton is this, Becauſe though we be 
bound to judg according to the utmoſt Hounds of charity concerning-all,- yea even of thoſe with 
whom we would not change ſouls, nor be their condition'after death for ten thouſand worlds, 
yet poſitively and peremptorily without all limitation or diſcrimination to ſay and avpuch concern- 
ing every one whom we bury, That God ig, great-mercy has taken bis ſoul, viz. by death ont of the 
body, and taken it to himſelf, this I profeſs is utterly beyond my 1aith, and of the Goſpel alſo; which ' 

(if 1 underſtand aright)) ſpeaks alto ether inanother language to impenitent ſinners, It is paſt con- 
tradiQion that thouſands are cut off by God.in the midſt of their fins, drunkennefs, whoring, ſwear- 
ing, without all ſigns of repentance from firſt to laſt, ſoliving and fo dying 3 now how can it be ſaid, 
T hat God tock, away ſuch per ſons ont of this world by death in mercy, in great mercy ? Inaſmuch as at the 
ſame inſtant they were taken away from all poſſibility of future repentance and amendment of life z 
we.may rather fear, That God took them awayin wrath,in great wrath,provoked hereunto by the long 
-abuſe of his patience, and their own impenitency. Yet nevertheleſs the Prieſt muſt not only ſay, That 
God took away all ſuch perſons in mercy, in great mercy, but moreover poſitively affirm, That God 
rock them to himſelf; that is, into Heaven, it we believe the Lords-Prayer, Our Father which art in 
Heaven, there God is ſaid to be in a moſt; eminent manner. Scripture faith expreſly, Thar neither 
Adulterers, nor Fornicators, nor Drunkards, ſhall ever go to Heaven ; yet in a perfe& oppoſition, 
when I bury a known Adulterer, Fornicator, Drunkard, I muſt declare and avouch that his ſoul is 
aſſuredly gone thither. 1 dare not thus damn a perſon while he is living, and yet {ave him when he is 
dead. Nor yet again Can | commit bis body to the ground in a ſare certain hope of a Reſurreion 
unto eternal life ; which words muſt neceffarily be ſpoken with reference to the perſon then interred, 
inaſmuch as they are the continuation of 'the foregoing declaration, wiz. Gods taking his ſoul to 
himſelf. Belides it follows (which puts if'out of doubt) in the laſt Colle& or Prayer, That when 
we ſhall depart this life,we may reſt in him (viz. Chriſt) as our hope is this our Brother doth. Alas, 1 
am fo far from having any ſure and certain hope of bis Reſurrettion unto eternal life and ſalvation, 
that I rather beve 4 ſure and certain fear of bis Reſurreftion unto eternal death and damnation,
